Regarding applicant's argument for the no teachings/suggestions for the processor calculating synchronization pattern based on 
the synchronizing information that is calculated, from Dowling, due to the user manually defining the lighting sequence 
[ pages 9-10 of applicant's amendment, 8/20/2009 ], 

Dowling [ US 2002/0038,157 A1 ] does teach the processor to activate the lighting of LEDs based on the received characteristic of 
the audio file, by executing a lighting-program to generate the controls for LEDs. The control signals are based on at least one 
characteristic of the audio file & the input from a timer [ parag. 0008-0010 ]. 

The characteristic of the audio file & timer are utilized to generate/calculate the synchronization information. The control signals 
for the LED are generated in response to a timer and/or user input , as well as from the characteristic of the audio file [ abstract ]. 
The creating of the lighting program is based on user input [ 001 5]. The user can author lighting-program [ 0030, 0048 ], the 
automatically performing the synchronization by computer 2009 [0125]. 
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
